Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the

Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars.

There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.

WHEREAS by section 
766 of the Municipal 
ae Act, on the recommen- 
wee al dation of the Minister 
: of Municipal Affairs, 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council may, 
by Letters Patent, incorporate any area 
of land within a school district or dis- 
tricts, and the residents therein, into a 
regional district, with such objects, pow- 
ers, obligations, duties, limitations, and 
conditions as are deemed in the public 
interest and as provided by the Letters 
Patent and the said Act: 

And whereas the conditions and re- 
quirements of the said section 766 have 
been duly complied with: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the area 
of land hereinafter described and the 
residents therein shall, on, from, and 
after the date hereof, be incorporated as 
a regional district under the said Munici- 
pal Act and under and subject to the 
provisions hereinafter contained or re- 
ferred to:— 


Division I—Constitution 


1. The regional district shall be called 
and known by the name and style of the 
“Sunshine Coast Regional District.” 

2. The regional district shall comprise 
all that tract of land hereinafter de- 
scribed: Commencing at the south-west 
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corner of Lot 1663, Group 1, New West- 
minster District, being a point on the 
high-water mark of Howe Sound, on the 
westerly shore thereof; thence due east 
to the middle line of Howe Sound; thence 
in a general southerly direction along 
said middle line through Montagu Chan- 
nel and Collingwood Channel (passing to 
the west of Bowen and Hutt Islands and 
the east of Worlcombe Island) and con- 
tinuing southerly along the centre line 
of Collingwood Channel produced south- 
erly to a point which lies due west of the 
middle line of Burrard Inlet at the en- 
trance thereto; thence west to the middle 
line of Strait of Georgia; thence north- 
erly along said middle line to and along 
the middle line of Malaspina Strait to the

4, The population deemed to be a vot- 
ing unit is 1,000. 

5. On or before the ist day of Feb- 
ruary, 1967, the Councils of the member 
municipalities, other than electoral areas, 
shall appoint their requisite Director or 
Directors, who shall hold office until the 
31st day of January, 1968, or until their 
Tespective successors are appointed, 
whichever is the later. 


6. The first elected Directors to repre- 
sent the electoral areas shall be elected 
in the year 1967 in accordance with the 
provisions of section 772 of the Munici- 
pal Act; and until such Directors take 
office on the day prescribed in section 773 
of the Municipal Act, the following per- 
sons are appointed Directors to represent 
the electoral areas: — 

Electoral Area A—J. Dunlop. 

Electoral Area B—N. Watson. 

Electoral Area C—E. A. Prittie. 

Electoral Area D—J. C. Gilker. 

Electoral Area E—F. West. 

Electoral Area F—J. L. Wolverton. 

7. The first meeting of the Regional 
Board shall be on the 12th day of Janu- 
ary, 1967, at 8 p.m. in the Hospital Cot- 
tage at Sechelt, B.C. 

8. The Returning Officer at the first 
election of elected Directors shall be the 
person so appointed by the Regional 
Board. 


(b) 
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9. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful 
expenditures of the regional district in the 
year 1967 may in the aggregate equal 
$15,000 and shall be repaid out of the 
revenues of the current and subsequent 
years. 

10. Notwithstanding sections 172 and 
223 of the Municipal Act, any by-law 
pursuant to section 783 or 785 of that 
Act which has received third reading may 
be adopted at the same meeting of the 
Regional Board at which it passed third 
reading, provided the motion for adop- 
tion receives an affirmative vote of a 
majority of the Directors having among 
them the majority of the votes. 


Division I1.—Regional and Community 
Planning 


The provisions of section 795 to 798p, 
inclusive, of the Municipal Act apply to 
the regional district. 


Division I11.—Contract Services 


The regional district may undertake 
any work or service for and on behalf of 
any member municipality, other than an 
electoral area, or on behalf of an im- 
provement district, upon such terms and 
conditions as are mutually agreed upon, 
provided such work or service is within 
the powers of the municipality or the 
improvement district, and provided that 
the entire cost of any such work or ser- 
vice shall be borne by the municipality or 
improvement district concerned. 


Division IV.—Local Works and Services 


With respect to that part of the regional 
district not within a city, district, town, or 
village, the regional district has all the 
powers of a district municipality under 
Part XVI of the Municipal Act except 
sections 589 and 590, and the provisions 
of the said Part, except sections 589 and 
590, apply mutatis mutandis. 


Division V.—Refuse Disposal 


The regional district may acquire, estab- 
lish, maintain, and operate refuse-disposal 
grounds, and for this purpose the provi- 
sions of clause (b) of subsection (1) and 
clause (b) of subsection (3) of section 
534 of the Municipal Act apply.
